Civil liberties groups 
form to fiaht WMA 



Close to 1000 people paclced an 
auditorium of the Université de 
Montréal last night to take part 
in a civil Jiberties teach4n. or- 
ganized in the face of the recent 
implementation of the War Mea- 
sures Act. 

They came to hear the views of 
various promineht' Qudiecers and 
to air their own views as well, but 
the meeting' assumed concrete 
dimensions with the formation of 
regional coiimilttees to protect 
civil liberties. 

The Université de Montréal 
branch of the Comité Quâ>ccois 
pour la Défense des Libertés un- 
dertook the task of soliciting peo- 
ple to organize other branches 
in Montreal and throughout the 
province. 

However, the audience, which 
was composed mainly of older 
students, did not display overt 
emotion in their response to the 
project. 

The initial part of the six-hour 
long teach4n consisted of ansdysls 
of the Quebec' situation by a panel 
of speakers. Those taking part in 
the discussion included Bernard 
Mergler, a well-known Montreal 
lawyer, Guy Rochon, who served 
as moderator, Jean Roy, a FRAP 
candidate imprisoned under the 
War Measures Act, and Serge 
Menard, also a lawyer. 

"A'state of Insurrection cannot 
be created by a proclamation", 
Mergler declared, and Jean Roy 
said that the province would re- 
main quiet despite the sudden turn 
of events. 

More specific areas were dis- 
cussed in a series of smaller 
panel discussions. The coverage 
provided by the established press 
came in for sharp criticism. "The 
only newspaper in Quebec provid- 
ing good coverage of the present 



situation is the Quâiec-Presse," 
a member of the audience com- 
mented. 

Michel Bourdon, a journalist 
for^ Radio Canada, affirmed the 
need) for- good 1 coverage in view 
of retrictions oh news media.

.^•jSenaté{.yesterda!y approved a 
motlôîTio'split the Faculty of Arts 
and Science, forming two sep- 
arate faculties each headed by a 
different dean. The deans mil be 
appointed by Jan. IS and will take 
office'on June 1,1971. 

Recorder necessary ' 

An associate dean for each fac- 
ulty will be appointed, but a com- 
mon Recorder will be responsible 
for student records. The conunon 
Recorder is necessaiy because 
many student programs will over- 
lap the two faculties. 

An Inter-disciplinary Program- 
mes Committee will ako be form- 
ed as soon as possible to work out 
the problems of courses that cross 
faculty lines. 

The departments of Geography, 
Mathematics and Psychology will 
be asked to decide to which fac- 
ulty they wish to belong, but In- 
dividual members of Uie three 
departments will be permitted to 
become voting members of either 
faculty regardless of their, depart- 
ment's allegiance. 

Vogel opposes split 

Opposition to the split was led 
by Robert Vogel, Chairman of 
History and Vice-Dean for Social 
Sciences. He claimed that the 
academic problems arising from 
a split in the faculty were not 



taken into account. He urged that 
the faculty face together the 
pressing problems of a new cur- 
riculum for the three-year pro- 
gram, the state of finances and the 
staff-student relationships in the 
faculty. 

• Vogel charged that spending 
over $40,000 on the setting up of 
the two faculties was directly 
counter to the budgetary deci- 
sions recently taken by the uni- 
versity. 

Vogel also claimed that although 
the faculty was presently very 
large, its enrollment is expected 
to decrease in the next three 
years, making the split unneces- 
saiy. "What you hope to accom- 
plish by splitting the faculty can- 
not be done with five splits and 
ten vice-deans", Vogel claimed. 
"Nothing will change because of 
aspUt. 

Faculty too large 

Edward J. Stansbury, Dean of 
Arts and Science, spealdng for the 
split stated that the faculty was 
so large that there could be no 
agreement on academic matters. 
"The faculty meets four times 
a year and with only one major 
question last year, concerning 
the curriculum review commit- 
tee, no dedsion could be reach- 
ed," Stansbury said. "No work 
can be done at a meeting of 400 
people." 



World game teaches survival

"The World Game is one in 
which basically everyone wins." 
On this note Henry E. Strub be- 
gan his address on the World 
Game Concept at the Young Alum- 
ni Tujesday Night Series. 

Strub went on to explain the con- 
cepts; first expounded by R. Buck- 
minster Fuller, that "The Earth 
is a spaceship, turning and mov- 
ing through the heavens. None of 
us can hope to survive unless we 
understand this. The spaceship 
Earth is a closed system." 

Thé Game involves collecting as 
much information as possible, and 
thenseeingif any patterns appear. 
This would theoretically enable 
people "to achieve more with 
less". The example that Strub 
gave was a project by students 
in New York. 

They found that each country 
whose major crop is rice imports 
and exports about the same 
amount every year. Applying 
the Game concept to this situa- 
tion, one would then ask what 
would happen if the exports and 
imports stopped. Answer: some;- 
of the' rice would rot, but all 
the • energy and money which 
would be saved by not carrying on 
this trade could be spent on rice 
bins and on storage areas. It could 
also pay the refrigeration for food 
requiring it. 



"Today, for the first time in 
history, it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that everything that is known 
on the earth can be known every- 
where on the earth", Strub said.. 
"Due to this, the game could now 
theoretically be played to its 
fullest Umits." As "maximum 
information ineans maximum 
responsibility, and, of course, 
maidmum power", communica- 



tion of knowledge and informa- 
tion would ultimately supply each 
human being with a hi^er level 
of living. 

In a Uvely question-and-an- 
swer period which followed the 
speech, Strub said that "Once 
we see that it is possible to run 
the Earth on a World Game 
Concept, the need for Govern- 
ment would fall away." 



Dr. Léon St. Pierre stated that 
the trend at most universities was 
separate faculties and that there 
would be no reduction in the num- 
ber of students taking courses in 
other faculties. 

He also said that with 7000 
students, 400 professors, 22 de- 
partments and 28 budgeta^r units, 
a single dean could have no way 
of knowing enough about each de- 
partment to do his job properly. 

There were only four votes 
against the motion, two of them 
made by students sitting at their 
first senate meeting. 

Pay and they stay 

At the beginning of the'meeting. 
Dean of Medicine Maurice Mc- 
Gregor outlined the consequences 
that the Quebec Medicare pro- 
gram will have on the Faculty of 
Medicine. He stated that one rea- 
son for the relatively low operat- 
ing costs for the faculty was the > 
clinical teaching done without 
salary by specialists connected 
with the department. These men 
will most likely withdraw unless 
they can be paid. 

Mods may exodus 

A second and possibly more 
serious consequence according to 
Dr. McGregor was the possibiUty 
of these men leaving the province. 
He claimed that the reasons for 
leaving were varied; the loss in 
income and their disgust with the 
breakdown in relations between 
their professions and the State. 

Solution urgent 

"I simply wish to inform sen- 
ate of the gravity of the situa- 
tion," McGregor stated. "There , 
seems little we can do except 
hope that the parties concern- 
ed will clean the slate and at- 
tempt anew a reasonable solu- 
tion with the greatest possible 
urgency."

Students have involved them- 
selves in three areas of explo- 
ration: City Game is a compre- 
hensive computerized city model 
that gives 'players' the opportu- 
nity to make dedsions for diffe- 
rent interest sectors of the city. 
Through assessment, they begin 
to understand the complexity of 
the forces interacting to produce 
urban growth. 

Gaming Research and Develop- 
ment consists of an examination 
of .the. structure and patterns In- 
volved in gandng, with the in- 
tent of developing a gaming me- 
thod which will increase under- 
standing of world density condi- 
tions. 

Finally, the students examine 



the Worid Game-Fuller's attempt 
through world resources invento- 
ry, to efficiently utilize all of the 
worid's (rfiysical and mental 
resources. The ultimate goal of 
the game is to ensure every 
member of the world conununity 
a "bare maximum" standard of 
living. 

The geodesic dome, developed 
by Fuller, is a "more with less" 
structure: it has more strength 
and performance per weight and 
volume unit than 99 percent of all 
structures 1)eing. .put up on 
earth today. A domed stiiicture, 
erected in front of the McConndl 
Engineering Building Monday by 
six architects with 180 broom- 
sticks. Illustrates the concept.
